with the M.1, T. Program for Senior Executives. The class is 
involved in a three-day exercise concentrating on meeting policy- 
makers in the Federal Government with most sessions taking 
place in the Senate and House of Representatives. The main 
purpose of his call, besides expressing high enthusiasm for the 
Program for Senior Executives, was to tell me of a request from 
Dr. Peter P, Gil, Associate Dean for Executive Programs at 
the Sloan School for Management. The second executive program 
under Dr. Gil's aegis is the Alfred P. Sloan Fellows Program. 
The latter is a 12-month program leading to a Master of Science 
Degree in Management. Between 45 and 50 Fellows, including 
several foreigners, are selected each year; age range is 32 - 

38 years with 10 to 15 years of successful experience in either 
business or Government.
